“ The street railway service here 
has been partly resumed, with soldier 
riding in front and behind most of :h 
cars. 
Street fighting continues and 
the mob is growing in dangerous fash 
ion. 
There have bt on frequent col 
Visions between the people and sol­ 
diers. 
Revolutionists 
attacked 
th« 
troops with revolvers and knives 
“At i> o'clock Sunday night a regi­ 
ment of infantry marched to Novis 
wtat street from Smolna street, when 
somebody fired on them , whereupon 
the t roops were ordered to form a 
square and fire fnom four sides. 
“An> criticism of the troops must 
he qualified by the fact th at they are 
fighting under trying conditions, being 
constantly exposed to snipers and oc 
caslonally stabbed by passersbj*. G«m 
erally tlie troops are we 1 behaved, 
but sometimes there are excesses by 
individual soldiers who have become 
Intoxicated. 
One such soldier ki led 
two children before his comrades were 
able to disarm him. 
“There hu\«- been many sail cases 
of wholly innocent people shot acci­ 
dentally as they turned street comers. 
Fighting was renewed this morning, 
ptop «> firing from their houses on the 
troops in Noviawiat street. 
"I 
cannot 
find 
a 
single 
alcohol 
monopoly shop unharmed. 
AH have 
been plundered and most of them h a\e 
been burned.” 
R u ssian L o s s e s V ery H ea v y . 
Tokio, Jan. 31 
The casualties dur­ 
ing the fighting at Chenchiephao and 
Helkoutai are estim ated at 5,000 on 
the side of the Japanese and 10,000 on 
tin* Russian side 
St. Petersburg, Jan. 3 1 - General Ku- 
ropatkin's attem pt to break through 
the Japanese left wing and outflank 
Field Marshal (H am a s position on the 
Shakhe river seem* to have failed en 
tirely. 
Field Marshal Oyama. as at 
the battle of the Shakhe river, appears 
to Have answered the Russian advance 
with a counter offensive movement, 
but no great disposition was shown to 
carry the war Tar into the territory 
held by t tie Russians. 
At the war office there is an Inelina 
tion to lay the blame for ihe failure 
of the movement to a sudden chang» 
of the w eather to intense cold, 2<* de­ 
grees below zero, with a high wind 
whicli drifted the snow and rendered 
it hazardous to expose the troops to 
camping in the open plain and also 
impeded tin* transportation of guns, 
supplies and wounded. 
The operation entrusted to the sec­ 
ond army, under General Grtppenborg 
was tlie capture of Sandepas, which, 
once in Russian hand«, would serve 
as a pivot for a flanking movement 
against Field Marshal Oyama 
But 
Sandepas proved too hard a nut to 
crack and the Japanese, taking ad 
vantage of the check of the Russians, 
hurried up their reinforcem ents and 
assumed the offensive on the Hun 
river as well as along tlie railroad and 
the Great Mandarin road. 
The Rus 
sians. however, appear to, have been 
completely 
sutg-essfut on the defen 
siv.'. repairing all the Japanese a t­ 
tacks.
